The scheme consists of-an upper 
reservoir (top water level 865 
A; O. D.) formed by a concrete and 
masonry dam, faced on the front 
and back’ with smooth-faced and 
rock-faced'conercte blocks respec- 
tively, ‘ . 

This dam has o total roadway 
level of 400 Mnear feet, a total 
depth from roadway to bottom ‘of 


foundations of 138 feet, s maximum. 


depth of water of 103 feat and an 
effective capacity + of 176° million 
gallons. 

The overflow or fluod relief, 
which {a 220 fect long, is formed. 
on the main section of the dam,

WHEN CARS TRAVELLED AT 
10 M, PHL. 


" INTERESTING TALK. 


The days when the firat cars in 
Hongkong travelled at the pal- 
nitating speed of ten miles an 
hour were recalled in an_interest- 
ine radio broadcast by Mr. Paul 
Hodwson,: President of the Hong- 
kon Attomobtle Association, 
speaking from Z.B.W., Inst nivht. 

The full text of his radio talk 
follows: = ctiot 

Tho first motor car apperred in 
this Colony In the year 1908, It 
wns owned jointly by a Mr. 
Lefford Knox of the Sun Life of | 
Canada and Dr. Kew. This car 
won a welrd contraption—aix 
‘horse power, one cylinder, chain 
‘riven with the engine at the rear, 
't moved along at the rapid pace 
af 10 miles per hour ond war 
looked upon by many Chinese with 
auperatitious awe. Shortly . after 
ene of the carly Ford _2-seaters 
was imported by Dr. Noble and 
Mr. Lauritsen, of the Dragon 
Garage, who wan the ploncer of 
publie cars In this Colony, {m- 
ported one.or two cara which to- 
day would be looked upon as very 
antiquated vehicles. . 

The first legal nction in thie 
Colony in connexton with motor 
cara came about over one of these 
motor cars. It came round a 


corner one day on the Jubilec} 


Rond at the rapid pace of five 
mites an hour and nearly collided 
with three Chinese Ponies upon 
which wore riding the then Acting 
Colonial Seeretary Sir Cecil 
Clementi and his Miss Tyres (now 
Undy Clementi) and her father. 
the then Commodore. A summon 
wan taken out by the Commodore 
but owing to Inck of regulations 
the cnse was disminsed. 


Arrival of Regulations, 


From that date motor car re- 
gulations came into force. Hong- 
kong was a peacefully quiet place 
to live in in those days. ; 

A few years Jater in June 1918 

a few private owners of motor 
cars conceived the idea to form 
under the Presidency of the: Inte 
Mr. P. H. Holyonk an Association, 
which they called the “Hongkong 
Automobile Association,” with a 
view to furthering the interests of 
owners and to make this Colony 
suitable for motor traffic, and it 
may be interesting to review sinca 
then how tha Colony has grown 
to the use of motor. traffic.

DUE TO ABNORMAL 
SET.OF TIDE. 


NO CULPABILITY. 


The circumstances attending 
the grounding of the #.8. Prenorbla 
off the coast of North Borneo on 
November 18th, last, were describ- 
ed ata Court of Inquiry held at the 
Harbour Office this morning, whon 
Captain W. Fretwell, master of 
‘the boat, recounted how the ship 
grounded without warning at a 
spot which-tho chart showed to 
have five to flve and n half fathoms 
of water. 


The Court waa comprised 
Hon. Comdr. G. F. Hole (Presid- 
ent), Lt. ‘Cdr. L. G. Addington, 
H. M. 8, Tamar; Captain G. C. 
Gambrill, master of the 5.5. 
Changte; Captain W. T. Hodge, 
master of tho s.a, Taiyuan; ard 
. Captain H. G. Hay, master of the 
4.8. Hong Hwa. 


Mr. G. K. Hall Brutton, 
structed by the Navigators 
General Insurance Co., Ltd., 
peared on behalf of the master. 


Captain’ Fretwell, in giving evid- 
ence, aaid he was master of the 
Prenorbia in a journey from Ballk 
Papan to Hongkong, which ‘was 
started at 5 p.m. on November 15. 
They passed Mangalikhnp at 24 
p.m. the following day and were 
then travelling S. K. to SS. FE.

At 1.10 am, he altered 
the course again. to N, 6 cust, and 
the Pear) Bank Light showed up 
rather more clearly. Though the 
night was fairly clear, they could 
only just see the light, 


A Grinding Sound. 


~ At 112 am. he put hard aport 
and heard a grinding sound going 
through the boat. He looked at 
the chart and found that the ship 
was aground and remaining 
stationary and upright. He put 
the engines full steam astern. The 
chart showed there should have 
heen’6 to 54% fathoms of water nat 
that point.

From 11.38 p.m. onwards the 
ship did about 10 knots, The 
night was cloudy and rather dark, 
He took soundings inside the ship 
fmmediately after the grounding 
and found it quite dry, with no 
leakage from the oil tanks. He 
put an anchor out in an endeavour 
to get the ship up, and had a tide 
guage over the ahip’s side, while 
soundings were taken every two 
hours day and night,

‘PRISONER'S DEATH. 


INQUIRY HELD AT KOWLOON 

> MAGISTRACY. . 
- Sitting .as . Coroner yeatorday 
afternoon, Mr. Fraser, at the Kow- 
loon Maglstracy, conducted an in- 
quiry into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of one Chung 
‘Tang, a male prisoner, aged 80, of 
Latchikok ‘Prison, who died nat 9 
p.m. on Dacember 12, . 


The jury_empanclled consisted of 
Messrs. A, Mann, Remicdios and Lo. 
Tho Coronor said ho waa sorry to 
give them such short notice, but he 
himself had very short notice. Ha 
explained that according to'the 
Ordinance, it was necessary for an 
inquiry to be. held within 24 houra 
of the denth of n prisoner, or 48 
hours if the intervening day was a 
Sunday. 


Dr, P. F.S. Court, Medical OMcer 
In charge of Lnichikok Prison, 
testified that he saw the deceased in 
the prison hospital on the morning 
of December 12, and found him sut- 
fering from peritonitis. Deceased 
alleged, on being questioned by wit- 
ness, that he had beon kicked in thu 
abdomen by a follow-prisoner on tho 
previous evening. Deceased was 
then in a serious condition, and wit- 
ness had him transferred to the 
‘Kowloon Hoapital. An ppcration 
wis performed by Dr. Smalley, but 
deceased died at 9 p.m. on tho anme 
day. 


At the time witness saw him, de- 
ceased appeared to be in great pain, 
but his mind, in Dr. Court's opin- 
ion, was clear.’ Death was due 
‘o rupture of the small intestine 
following peritonitis. 


A Denial, 


Mr. William Hill, Acting Assla- 
tant Chief Warder, Laichikok Pri- 
son, produced the records of the 
decensed, and snid he was admitted 
tu Victoria Gaol on November 26, 
having becn’sentenced to three 
months for stealing. He was 
transferred to Laichikok Prison on 
November 80. He was 30 years of 
uge and his gaol record was good. 


On the morning of December 12, 
witness was told by Dr. Court that 
a prisoner was lying in the Prison 
Hospital in a serious condition, and 
ordered his removal to the Kow- 
foun Hospital. Deceased had pro- 
viously complained of constipation 
and was admitted to the Prigon 
Hospital. at 1.86 a.m. on December 
12, apparently suffering from con- 
stipation. r t 


In a statement ‘made to witness, 
deceased alleged that: at about 8 
P.m.'on December 11; he was ‘ns- 


.Jsaulted by another prisoner, Lam 


Foo, who, however, denied having 
Struck deceased, 


Niamatullah, an’ Indian warder, 
deposed that he went.on duty at 
the Prison Hospital ward at about 
6.30 a.m. on December 12, and saw 
deceased in bed. Deceased com- 
plained of a pain inthe stomach, 
but did not seem to be in. great 
pain, 
10 a.m. and, after examining him, 
ordered his removal-to Kowloon 
Hospital, 

Tho inquiry was adjourned,

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POLICE QUARTERS 
AT WANCHAI 


MODERN NEW STATION 
NEARING COMPLETION. 


Now in the final stages of its 
construction, the new Number Two 
Police Station at Wanchai fs ex- 
pected to be ready for occupation by 
the end of April, when the old pre- 
mises will be vacated. The new 
station has been designed on com- 
modious and utilitarian Hnea and 
includes all the conveniences that 
experience hag taught are suitable 
to‘local conditions. Its exterior is 
of simple design, finished with grey 
plaster. In point of size it will be 
similar to the Yaumati Station. 

The new station occupies two 
blocks of land, exch 181 ft. by 117 
on the Praya East Reclamation 
area, in the vicinity of the present 
station. The frontage is facing 
the harbour on Gloucester Road, 
and the block extends back ncross 
Lockhart Read to Hennessy Road. 

The black facing the harbour is 
to be occupied by the main building, 
a four atorcy. structure for the ac-|* 
European 
officers, a spacious charge room, 
private offices and barrack room3. 
The dormitory accommodation for 
Indian and Ch'nese constables 
takes up the firat floor. 

. Flats for Officers, : 

The quarters for the European 
officers on the second and third 
floors are exceptionally commodious 
and fitted out aa flats with modern 
conveniences. On the second floor 
are two three-room apartments for 
married men and their families, 
and a large flat of five rooms to be 
used of a mess for single officers. 
On the third floor are two four- 
roomed flats, and a three-roomed 
flat for senior European officials. 
All floors are fitted with servants 
quarters, kitchens, bathrooms and 
other conveniences. a 

Altogether fn the building there 
are five European flats in addition 
to the single men’s mess, and ac- 
commedation for 40 Indian con- 
stables, 98 Chinese police, 10 
Chinese detectives and: four inter- 
preters. 

In addition to this building, there 
is, on the block between Lockhart 
and Hennessy ronds a smaller two- 
storeyod structure which is to be 
occupied by Indian sentor officers 
and their families. There will be 
necommodation for’ six familics. 
each having two reoms_ for 
their private use and kitchens 
and bathrooms common to the three 
families on ench floor. 

The remainder of the spaco on 
the rear block is to be devoted to a 
large compound for drill purposes.

BRITAIN'S WAR DEBT COSTS 
RECOGNISED. 


London, Dee. 14. 


Sterling on New ‘York. again 
showed a marked appreciation to- 
day when the foreign exchange

This improvement was 6 attributed 
largely to a statemont in Washing: 
ton on war debts made by the 
United States Secretary to the 
‘Treasury, Mr. Andrew Mellon, Ue 
drow attention to the heavier’ bur- 
den on Hritain in regard to her 
American debt owing to the de- 
creased value of the pound, which 
involves practically a fifty per cont 
increase in Britain's annunl pny- 
ments, By'the terma of the Bal- 
four Note, Britain only takes from 
her dobtors what she needs to 
pay her American debt.

strangle the visitor to. thelr 
domain os are their descendents 
to stare at him. 
+ Queer Native Superstition. 
When this. road ‘was first opened 
tho natives wore slow to make use 
of it, being superstitious of all 
things new. They preferred, in- 
stend to stick to the old narrow 
paths that had been worn smooth 
by generations of use. Gradually. 
however, they took to the new 


road, with the reault that to-day 


tho traffic mct by the motorista 
comprises everything from plod- 
ding cattle to waddling-. ducks. 
The motorists, considering this, 
rather wish that the natives had 
retained their aversion to modern 
roads, and continued to stick to 
thelr old cow paths. 

As showing the civilizing in- 
fluence of modern roads, a new 
village hos sprung up along the 
road not far from the old village 
of the Tungs, and there are in- 
dications that this village, because 
{t fs on the new road, will svon 
become the centre of commerce 
in the New Territory. In a short 
thme if Its present rate of growth 
continues, it will outrank in size 
and importance the wailed city o! 
the Tungs. 

Then comes Taipo, with its little 
collection of European style 
houses and its beautiful panorama 
of sea and land. Two or three 
small sailing yachts will be rid- 
ing at anchor, giving a picture of 
quiet life of those who have elec- 
ted to live out {in the country. 
They have gardens and the acces- 
sible sea. 

From Taipo to Shatin the road 
agnin skirts the sea. Finally, as- 
cending a sort of hill one cateno 
something more than glimpses 9f 
the sen—he gazes out on to the 
Islands, including Hongkong, 
Stonecutters and Lantau.
